DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-72, drawn to a latch having a latch module and actuator module 
mountable in a plurality of angular orientations , classified in class 70, 
subclass 208.
